; BURNING MARTYRS.” 


Cost of the Funeral Pyres Told In a 
Curious Old Bill. 

A bill for the materials with which 
to burn Cranmer and his fellow mar- 
tyrs is probably the most curious and 
suggestive document ever presented 
for payment. ‘The execution of Lati- 
mer and Ridley took place on Oct, 16, 
1555, while Cranmer did not suffer 
until March 21 of the following year. 

The memorandum of the bill is in- 
cluded in the book which was found 
by Strype when he wrote his “Memoirs 
of Archbishop Cranmer” in 1693, in 
which the expenses of the martyrs 
were ente during their imprison- 
ment. This bv»ok is probably some 
where among the manuscripts of Ox- 
ford university, now 4 grim, matter of 
fact witness to the fanatical hatred of 
the day. 

The following are exact transcripts 
from the bills by the person who had 
charge of the funeral pyres: 

“Paid for the burning of Archbishop 
Oranmer and his two fellow sufferers, 
Ridley and Latimer: For-one hundred 
of wood fagots, 6s.; for one hundred 
and a half of furze fagots, 3s. 4d.; to 
the carriage of them, 8d.; to two labor- 
ers, 1s, 4d.; to three loads of wood 
fagots to burn Ridley, and Latimer, 
12s.; item, one load of furze fagots,” 
8s, 4d.; for carriage of these four loads, 
2s.; item, a post, 1s. 4d.; item, for 
chains, 8s. 4d.; Item, for staples, 64.; 
item, for laborers, 44.”—Scrap Book. 


REAL COUNTRY LIFE. 


Why the American Farmer Grows Old 
Early In Life. 

Any one who has lived on a farm 
doesnot.need_to be told the reason 
farmers grow old early, for-he- knows. 
of the strain under which the Amert- 
can farmer lives during the five 
months of spring and summer. His 
workday is from 4 or 5 in the morning 
until 8 or 9 at night, including chores— 
fifteen to seventeen hours of the hard- 
est kind of physical labor, and every 
minute of it at high tension, especially 
during harvest. Then comes a period 
of relaxation in the fall, the one time 
in ‘the year when he has just enough 
muscular exercise to keep him in 
health; later, the winter season, ap- 
proaching stagnation, in which he 
takes on flesh, gets “logy,” and then a 
‘furious debauch of hard labor through 
the. spring and summer again. No 
wonder that by forty-five he has had a 
sunstroke and “can’t stand the heat,” 
or has “a weak back,” or his “heart 
gives out,” or a chill “makes him rheu- 
matic,” and when you add to this fu- 
rious muscular strain the fact that the 
farmer sees his income put in peril 
every season and his very home every 
bad year, so that each unfavorable 
change in the weather sets his nerves 
on edge, it can be readily imagined 
that the real “quiet, peaceful country 
life’ is something sadly different from 
the ideal—Woods Hutchinson, M. D.,

Rich Men's Conspiracy to 
Down Roosevelt While 
Shouting “Third Term,” is 
Charge of the President, 
Following Sharp Dispute 
‘With Harriman Over Al- 
leged 1904 Campaign 
Deal—Republicans Threat- 
ened With Split--Taft Ac- 
cepts Foraker Challenge. 
Douma Faces Dissolution. 


POLITICAL 


Roosevelt-Harriman Sensation. 

There appeared in the April 2 issue 
of the New York World the text of a 
private letter written by E. H. Harri- 
man, the railway magnate, more than 
a year ago to his intimate friend, Sid- 
ney Webster of New York, containing 
a bitter attack upon President Roose- 
velt.. It tells how a week before the 
election of 1904 the president had in- 
vited him to Washington for a confer 
ence upon state politics and how, hav- 
ing complied, he was asked by the 
president if he would help in raisin. 
the necessary funds to carry the cam 
paign to-a successful conclusion, The 
letter says further that Harriman sug- 
gested that Depew be appointed am- 
bassador to France, so as to remove an 
obstacle to harmony in the state, and 
that to this the president assented. 
Harriman, on the strength of this 
agreement, wrote that he came back to 
New York and raised $200,000 in a few 


hours, one-quarter from his own pock- 


et and the rest from Depew’s friends, 
and that these checks were given by 
Treasurer Bliss to Chairman Cortelyou. 
It is intimated that some of the money 
was from life insurance funds, and it 
was Harriman’s belief that this con- 
tribution carried the election for the 
Republicans. At a later interview Har- 


riman found the president unwilling to 


appoint Depew. The letter also to'” 


how Harriman was brought into the 
insurance muddle by Hyde and Ryan 
and refers to Ryan’s success as the re- 


sult of moves to cover up his tracks 
by advice of the “adroit” Root. 

On tbe same day that this letter was 
published and while it was making 2 
tremendous sensation throughout the 
country President Roosevelt gave to 
the afternoon papers a_ statement 
characterizing it as a deliberate and 
willful untruth, adding that by rights 
he shoul use a shorter and more ugly 
word. The president had copies made 
of letters which he had: written to Sher- 
man, chairman of the congressional 
campaign committee, and to Harriman, 
His letters to Sherman last October, 
when Hughes and Hearst were candi- 
dates for governor of New York state, 
told of a conversation with Sherman 
in which the president was informed 
of Harriman’s refusal to contribute to 
the campaign fund, Harriman's alleged 
reason being the president’s failure to 


carry out a promise to appoint Depew 


to the French mission as a return for 
Harriman’s contribution to the 1904 
campaign fund. Harriman was quoted 
as saying that he did not care if 
Hearst did .win,. because the. Hearst 
peoj%e “were crooks, and he could buy 
them,” and that whenever he wanted 
legislation from the state legislature 
he could buy it; also that he could buy 
congress, and, if necessary, he could 
buy the judiciary, this being the presi- 
dent’s version of what Sherman said 
Harriman had told him. The president 
wrote Sherman that this reported re- 
mark of Harriman’s “showed a cyni- 
cism and deep seated corruption which 
make the man uttering such senti- 
ments and boasting, no matter how 
falsely, of his power to perform such 
crimes at least as undesirable a citi- 
zen as Debs or Moyer or Haywood.” 
He added that it is “because we have 
capitalists capable of uttering such 
sentiments and capable of acting on 
them that there is strength behind sin- 
ister agitators of the Hearst type” and 
said that the wealthy corruptionist and 
the demagogue who excites class 
against class are alike and “equally en- 
emies of the republic.” 

In connection with the Sherman let- 
ter the president made public also his 
eorrespondence with Harriman, in the 
eourse of which he spoke of his desire 
to overcome the bolt against Higgins 
and wrote that if Harriman did not 
think it wise to come to see him, but 
was reluctant to refuse because he had 
been invited by the president, the visit 
should be given up until later, when 
they might discuss certain’ government 


‘matters, and added, “You and I are 


practical men.” Other letters showed 
that Harriman had. urged the president 
to omit from his message the plan of 
railroad regulation by the commerce 
gommission, advice which was not fol- 
lowed. 

Later Harriman at his office in New 
York gave out a statement saying that 
the letter to Webster was substantially 
correct, but that it had been stolen by 
a discharged stenographer and sold to 
the newspaper publishing it. While he 
deplored its publication, he said he 
could not withdraw anything in the 
letter, Harriman also published corre 


spondenea showing that he went te | 
_Washingtan on Roosevelt's request. | 
Harriman denies that he ever said the | 
things attributed to him by Sherman. 
Frank W. Hill, the stenographer, was | 
arrested and locked up. 

The disturbing letter, it appears, was 
sold te the paper by Harriman’s dis- 
eharged stenographer, Frank Hill, who 
oe been arrested on Harriman’s mo- 

on. ‘ 

On top of all this came the presl- 
dent’s startling charge, in a talk with 
the newspaper correspondents, that a 
conspiracy is on foot among the big 
corporation men allied with the Rocke- 
feller-Harriman interests to capture 
the next national conventions of both 
parties so as to insure a president un- 
friendly to the Roosevelt policies. 
Word of this conspiracy and of a $5,- 
000,000 fund with which to buy state 
delegations is said to have reached the 
White House through a statement 
made by Senator Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania at a recent Washington dinner. 
The alleged plan was to get delegates 
under the guise of Roosevelt third 
termers, and then throw. them to a re- 
actionary man. Hearst was said to be 
in the game to capture the Democratic 
convention for the same interests. The 
president is now expected to fight 
openly for the right to name his suc- 
cessor. 


Chicago Goes Republican. 

Frederick A. Busse was elected may- 
or of Chicago as a Republican last 
week by 18,121 plurality over the 
Democratic mayor, Edward H. Dunne, 
ending one of the 
hottest campaign. 
the Windy City has 
ever known. Koop, 
the Socialist candi- 
date, polled 13,459° 
votes and Bruba- 
ker, Prohibitionist, 
5,875. The real is- 
sue was the street 
railway franchise 
question. Busse 
stood for the adop- 
tion by referendum 
‘ of a franchise pass- 

ed recently by the 
7 Se _ city council over 
Mayor Dunne’s veto. Dunne was sup- 
ported by the Hearst papers, but 
Dunne’s friends say that Hearst’s In- 
dependence league by putting separate 
aldermanic candidates in the field 
caused Democratic disaffection. All 
the other papers were for Busse. The 
traction ordinance were approved by 
a majority of 33,126. 
Administration Stands Pat. 

At last the president has broken si- 
lence after many importunities from 
influential financiers and captains of in- 
dustry to give the business community 
“a reassuring word” as to the policy of 
his administration toward the great 
railroad and other corporations in the 
hope of restoring confidence. His ut- 
terance is in the form of a letter to the 
president of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association, who had recently headed 
a delegation to the White House to re- 
quest the president to speak at Spring- 
field. The invitation to speak is de- 
clined on the ground that the president 
could not say anything new or different 
from his past official utterances. - In 
other words, his attitude toward the 
necessity of federal control of the cor- 
porations had not changed. He makes 
it plain that he will ask the next con- 
gress to deal with the subject of over- 
capitalization, but indicates that exist- 
ing stock and bond issues will not be 
disturbed. Nor does there appear to 
be any intention of forcing a physical 
valuation of railway properties. 


Bryan’s Change of Views. 

In a letter to Henry M. Whitney of 
Boston, W.J. Bryan gives his views on 
railroad supervision, showing a change 
in riginal attitude on the subject. 
The Nebraskan still believes ‘in federal 
and state ownership, but does not 
think the people are ready for that. It 
is not an immediate issue, such as gov- 
ernment regulation. He is’ sure’ that 
whenever public ownership is adopted 
the present owners will receive full 
eompensation up to their physical val- 
uation, and he is ure that the public 
will see to it that the rates are such 
as to pay a fair return on the actual 
investment. He would have the com- 
merce commission fix the values, 


Foraker’s Challenge Accepted. 

Charles P. Taft, brother of Secretary 
of War Taft, issued at Cincinnati a 
flat acceptance of the challenge of Sen- 
ator Foraker to a final combat for con- 
trol of the Republican electorate at the 
primaries. Brother Charles says that 
Taft’s friends will make it a distinct 
contest—Taft for the presidency or 
sevatorship or Foraker for the presi- 
dency or senatorship, it to be under- 
stood that the one not preferred by 
the voters will be “eliminated from the 
political situation.” It is insisted that 
the contest is directly between the 
friends and foes of President Roose- 
velt. 


EXECUTIVE 


Election In Philippines. 

The president, in accordance with 
the Philippine civil government act of 
1902, has issued an order calling for a 
general election for the choice of dele- 
gates to a popular assembly by all the 
people of the Philippine Islands except 
the Moros and non-Christian tribes. 
The law provides for this step after a 
lapse of two years of general and com- 
plete peace, with recognition of the 
authority of the United States. The 
upper house of the new legislature will 
be composed entirely of the Philippine 
commission. The commission has fix- 
| ed the date of the election-as July 30. 


To Refund Government Bonds. 

A circular issued by Secretary Cor- 
telyou ann~unces the intention of the 
| treasury department to refund $50,- 
000,000 of the 4 per cent funded loan 
of 1907: This series originally com- 


prised $100,000,000. Of this amount 
$25,000,000. was redeemed some time 
ago to relieve the financial situation. 
The remaining $25,000,000 will be re- 
deemed after July 2 next. The new 
bonds will bear interest at 2 per cent 
and will be exchanged for the old ones 
on a basis of 3 per cent premium. 
They will run for twenty years. 


Absolves Negro Soldiers. 

Two captains who were witnesses 
before the senate military committee 
said they were now convinced that the 
shooting in the streets of Brownsville, 


Tex., which was charged against the 


colored soldiers of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry, had been done by “tough” citi- 
vens of the place, although there was 
ho positive evidence to that effect.

Fear Ruef May Be Rescued. 

Word comes from San Francisco that 
the fear on the part of the prosecution 
of an attempt to rescue Abe Ruef from 
the officer having him in charge is so 
great that extreme precautions are 
taken to guard against such an attempt 
being successful. The drawing of the 
jury was begun. © 

Rudolph Spreckels, who is backing 
the prosecution in the graft investiga- 
tion at San Francisco with his fortune. 
has guaranteed a fund of $100,000 ur 
more if necessary, and contributions » 
this fund from other citizens are being 
received daily. i 


Railroads Fight State Laws. 

The laws recently enacted ‘by the 
Alabama legislature regulating and 
limiting railroad rates in that state 
have been held up temporarily by an 
injunction secured by the railroad in- 
terests from Judge Thomas G. Jones 
of the United States circuit court 
which restrains the enforcement of 
these laws until the question of a per- 
manent injunction can be decided. 


.Mrs. Eddy’s Trustees Appear. 


In the superior court at Concord, N. 
H., it was made known that on March 
6 last, after suit had been begun for 
an accounting of the estate of Mrs. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, head of the 
Christian Science church, by. her son, 
George W. Glover, and two other rel- 
atives, Mrs. Rddy had- appointed three 
trustees, to whom her entire property 


was turned over except her home, 


Pleasant View, and the control of two 
tenements in‘Boston. These trustees 
are Henry M. Baker of Bow, N. H.; 
Josiah E. Fernald, president of the 
National State Capital bank of Con- 
cord, and Archibald McLellan of Bos- 
ton. Thrdugh their counsel, General 
Frank §,; Streeter, they moved for 
“leave to intervene and be substituted 
as plaintiffs’ in place of the said 
“next friends,” as the plaintiff's rela- 
tives claimed to be. 

In the deed of trust Mrs. Eddy stip- 
ulates that the trustees shall pay from 
the income of said estate such sums 
as she may need for her personal use 
or as she may desire to devote to char- 
ity or “to the advancement of the 
cause and doctrines of Christian Sci- 
ence as: taught by me.” They are fur- 
ther authorized to carry on the suit 
begun against those persons surround- 
ing her in order to protect the estate. 
The trust is to terminate only at her 
death. This action effectually blocks 
the trial, for, whatever the -decision, 
it would be carried to the higher courts. 


Man Higher Up Spotted. 

At last District Attorney Jerome of 
New York appears to have got on the 
track of the- big men in local politics 
who have been using their. influence to 
protect pool rooms and other forms of 
crime and vice in the metropolis. In 
raiding a pool room on Fulton street 
last week, which was conducted by 

. — one Bob Davis, 
Jerome’s assist- 
ant found a safe 
full. of papers 
containing rec- 
ords of transac- 
tions for séveral 
years back, with 
names and dates 
connected there- 
with, Many of 
the names were 
of men well 
known in politi- 
» eal and official 

- Hfe. While most 
of the papers re- 
fer to transac- 
tions that occur- 
red several years 
ago during the Van Wyck adminis- 
tration, the protected pool room has 
been operated right up to the time 
of the raid, doing business ostensibly 
as an insurance and real estate office, 
conducted by J. Park Robinson. Asa 
matter of fact, while the police raiders 
were in possession of the place they 
took down a bet from a party giving @ 
certain telephone number in Albany 
which upon investigation proved to be 
that in the residence of Senator Grady. 

There was an Apparent yearly profit 
from this gambling concern of $1,798.- 
000. 


Thaw Declared Sane. 

That Harry Thaw is mentally capa- 
ble of advising his counsel in the con- 
duct of his defense from the state's 
charge that he murdered Stanford 
White was the opinion reached by the 
Junacy commission appointed by the 
court on motion of District Attorney 
Jerome. It ‘was so reported to the 
court, and this meant that the trial 
must proceed where it had been left 
off, All three members of the commis- 
Sion were agreed on the main point of 
Thaw’s capability, but Dr. Putzel, the 
medical expert, was inclined to insist 
that Thaw still suffered from certain 
mental disorders. During the inquiry 
Dr. Hamilton had testified that Thaw 
was not now sane, but this was con- 
tradicted by other experts. Thaw him- 
self was on the stand, and he made a 
good impression, answering: all ques- 
tions intelligently.

THE MOOQN’S VOLCANOES, 


Causes of the Gigantic Craters and 
Great Fissure Eruptions. 

It Is evident to any one who glances 
upward at the moon that its volcanoes 
are on an immensely larger scale than 
those which stud our globe. One ex- 
planation, now abandoned, is that the 
force of gravitation being there only 
one-sixth that of the earth the matter 
expelled from a crater would be spread 
far more widely, and explosions would 
be generally on a far more magnifitent 
scale, Professor Pickering quotes this 
theory only to refute it in some com- 
parisons whieh he made between the 
great volcanic region of Hawaii and 
one of the smaller craters of the moon. 
The facts seem to him to be that the 
larger craters on the moon came ita 
existence when the thin, solid crust 
covering the molten interior was, ow- 
ing to the solidification and. contraction 
of the crust,much too small to contain 
the liquid material. The craters were 
therefore formed by the lava bursting 
through the crust and so relieving the 
pressure. Later, after this relief had 
been found and the crust had thicken- 


.ed, the interior regions by, cooling 


shrank away from the solid shell, 
which was now too large and,’ being 
insufficiently supported, caved in, per- 
mitting the great fissure “eruptions 
which produced the so called lunar 
seas. These extensive outflows of lava 
dissolved the original solid shell when- 
ever they came into contact with it, 
much as they do in the present day in 
Hawalil. Had the moon been much 
smaller these eruptions might not have 
occurred at all, and if the moon had 
been much larger their relative size 
would have been greater. Most proba- 
bly on the earth similar outbursts were 
greater, and our origina! gigantic cra- 
ters were destroyed by the outflow of 
the earlier archaic rocks which com- 
pletely submerged and dissolved them. 
—London Post. 


‘THE ESKIMO BABY. 


How the Little One is Carried and 
Cared For by the Motker. 

The arrival in the world of the 
youthful Eskimo is not greeted~ by 
the orthodox cradle and swaddling 
clothes. Practically till he can shift 
for himself he lives absolutely naked 
inside his mother’s sealskin blouse, 
skin to skin keeping him warm, 

This arrangement allows the mother 
to go about her work almost imme., 
diately, and she can also travel and 
hunt without a perambulator and 
without having to leave any one at 
home to “mind” the baby. The moth- 
er’s dress is almost exactly like the 
father’s, except that it has a long sort 
of tail reaching nearly to the ground, 
embryo, no doubt, of the modern 
“train.” :

CLASSICAL ASSOCIATION 


Speakers Discuss Methods at Two Days 


Session at Phillips Academy. Pro- 
fessor Forbes Honored. 


Last Friday afternoon, a two days’ 


session of the New England Classical 
association opened at Phillips Academy 
with a large attendance of teachers and 
college professors from all over New 
England. This meeting was the second 
annual one of the association and may 
be regarded as having been very success- 
ful from every standpoint. 


The first afternoon was devoted toa 


discussion of the topic “What Can the 
Individual Teacher Do to Increase the 
Interest in Classical Studies in Schools, 


Colleges and Communities.” 
There was also a business meeting 
when reports were read and officers 


elected. At this meeting it was voted 


to affiliate with the Western and South- 
ern Classical associations.- Professor 
Forbes of Phi!lips academy was honored 
by being chosen president of the associ- 
ation, 

The full list of officers elected follows: 
President, Charles H. Forbes of Phillips 
Andover academy; vice president, Dr. 
James J. Robinson of the Hotchkiss 
school, Lakeville, Ct.; secretary and 
treasurer, George E. Howes of Williams 
college; executive committee, Rev. 
Thomas E. Murphy, S. J., president of 
Holy Cross college, Miss Charlotte C, 
Gulliver of: Norwich Free academy, 
Norwich, Ct., Miss Lida King of Brown 
university and Herbert L. Kittredge of 
the Westfield‘ high school. 

During the afternoon session Friday 
Miss Alice M. Wing of the Central high 
schoo!, Springfield, gave an address on 
the teaching of the classics in the 
schools. 

She said that it was all important for 
a teacher to secure the love of pupils as 
the mind could be reached most readily 
through the heart. 

“The teacher must have,” slie said, 
“a clear conception of the aim of classi- 
cal study. She must have a deep and 
thorough knowledge of her subject, not 
merely of the Latin and Greek, as lan- 
guages, but of history and. English, as 
well, for the classical languages afe a 
valuable assistant in both these branches; 


‘also an acquaintance with French, Ger- 


man and Italian. 

“To maintain this standard she must 
have generous financial support that 
she may feel free to study and travel. 
She needs the stimulus of association 
with other classical teachers.” 

Prof. H. de Forest Smith of Amherst 
spoke of the study of the classics in the 
colleges. 

“The time has come,” he said, “in 
Latinand Greek when the preparatory 
course needs some change from the tra- 
ditional basis, to prevent further loss. 
Many high schools have alr€ady given 
up trying to teach Greek, The small 
classes in these subjects are symptoms 
of a grave disease that threatens the ed- 
ucational world.” 

He said there were several reasons for 
the situation among which was the 
American demand for results, the mis- 
taken impression being that courses 
which did not produce immediate re- 
sults should be avoided. He pointed out 
that vhe study of the classics laid the 
foundation for the best results in art, 
literature and politics, for the study of 
the ancient languages necessarily in- 
volved the study of the economic, social 
and political questions of the people of 
these days, from whom, he contended 
valuable lessons as to present day prob- 
lems could be learned. 

Prof. Smith urged the necessity of se- 
lecting only the best fitted students to 
teach the classics, it being common ex- 
perience that many students who stand 
highest as students do not possess the 
faculty of imparting knowledge as 
teachers. He suggested frequent illus- 
trated lectures, the use of maps, photo- 
graphs and collaboration with other de- 
partments of the college as a means of 
attracting students to the study in the 
classics. 

Prof. G@orge H. Chase of Harvard 
university gave an. interesting review of 
the year in the, classical field, recount- 
ing the results of Greek and Roman 
archaeological researches. ‘The neerol- 
ogy was presented by Prof. ‘George D. 
Chase of the University of Maine.

In the evening in the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary chapel Principal Al- 
fred E. Stearns of Phillips Andover 
academy gave an address of welcome, 
the response being made by Prof. 
Charles D. Adams of Dartmouth, presi- 
dent of the association. 

An interesting address on the relation 
of classical study to the study of modern 
literature was given by Prof. George L. 
Kittredge of Harvard university. 

Saturday morning Prof. Thomas D. 
Seymour of Yale discussed ‘Present 
Problems:in Homeric Studies.” 

Principal William C. Callar of. the 
Roxbury Latin school spoke on “Econ- 
omy in Classical Teaching: — How can 
we Diminish Waste, and how can we 
best use the Time and Labor that are 
Saved by such economy?” ‘The dis- 
cussion on this topic was opened by 
Prof. Frank C. Babbitt of Trinity col- 
lege.

On Reading 


A young Englishman who was in An- 
dover lately said to me that the chief 
thing that struck him about the book- 
stores in our American cities was this, 
that they were all filled with new books 
published this year or last. ‘The books 
that meet me first in an English book- 
store,’’ he said, “are the old friends 
which have stood the test of time,— 
Scott’s novels, Milton’s works, Carlyle 
and soon. The newer novels and maga- 
zines may be placed in a place by them- 
selves, but the impression made by the 
English bookstore is that it isa place to 
buy the real books of the world.’ ‘The 
impression made by the American book- 
store,’ he said, ‘is that it is a place to 
advertise the latest trash.” 

_ Whether he was right or not, I think 
we do not read “the real books of-the 
world” as much as we ought to. When 
we spend a dollar and a half we want 
something written last year for it. 

Lately I have been buying and read- 
ing an old novel whenever a new one 
comes out that the reviews hail as a 
work of genius. I like the old best. I 
have read Thaekeray’s “Esmond” lately 
for the third time. It is perhaps old- 
fashioned and prolix like myself, yet read 
the sixth chapter of the second book and 
see if it be not one of the finest scenes in 
English fiction. ‘But I knew you would 
some back—I own that. That is no 
one’s fault. And today, Henry, in the 
anthem when they sang it, ‘When the 
Lord turned the captivity of Zion, we 
were like them that dream,’ I thought, 
yes, like them that dream—them that 
dream. And then it went, ‘They that 
sow in tears shall reap in joy; and he 
that goeth forth and weepeth, shall 
doubtless come again witb rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him;’ I looked 
up from the book and saw you. I was 
not surprised when I saw you. I knew 
you would come, ‘my dear, and saw the 
golden sunshine round your head.” h 

And I want all my readers to buy and 
read the “Heart of Mid-Lothian” over 
again. And I charge all who know it 
well to read over with me this week 
chapter thirty-seven, and hear Jeanie 
Deans again pleading for her sister’s life 
before the queen, “But when the hour of 
trouble comes to the mind or to the 
body—and seldom may it visit your 
Leddyship—and when the hour of death 
comes, that comes to high and low—lang 
and late may it be yours—O, my Leddy, 
then it isna what we hae dune for our- 
sélls, but what we hae dune for others, 
that. think on maist pleasantly.”

Norfolk Longshoremen Strike. 

The longshoremen employed by the 
Old Dominion Steamship company, the 
Merchants and Miners’ Transportation 
company and the Norfolk and Washing- 
ton Steamboat company at Norfolk, 
Va., are striking for an increase in pay 
from 15 and 20 cents to 20 and 25 cents 
an hour, basing their demands on the 
increased cost of living, for which their 
present wages are inadequate. The 
companies ‘are firm in their refusal to 
grant the demands. The strike is ty- 
ing up the ships of all the lines affected. 


SOCIOLOGICAL 


Stead Would Avert. War. 

William T. Stead, the famous Eng- 
lish editor, has recently arrived in thiy 
country, ‘where. he expects to make a 
stay of several weeks, partly for the 
purpose of attending the peace confer- 
ence at New York April 16.and 17. In 
a@ newspaper interview Mr. Stead ex- 
pressed himself as strongly in favor 
of the’ united action of Great Britain 
and the. United States in the coming 
Hague conference toward disarma- 
ment. and the promotion of interna- 
tional amity. He particularly urged 
the carrying into effect of article 8, 
which was unanimously recommended 
by the former conference. This would 
treat a dispute between two nations 
the same as a dispute between two in- 
dividuals and recommends that before 
proceeding to hostilities each party 
should call in a special mediator, cor- 
responding to a second in a private 
duel, who should be allowed a period 
of not exceeding thirty days in which 
to settle the dispute. If such a pro- 
cedure had been followed, he said, nei- 
ther the South African nor the Russo- 
Japanese war would have broken out 
when it did. 


Warns South of Race Danger. 

Speaking before the Atlanta Evan- 
gelists’ association, former Governor 
Northen of Georgia declared that 
“governmental hell” exists in Georgia 
so far as the races are concerned. He 
says there is an antagonism between 
the whites and blacks and that where 
the negro is concerned the white peo- 
ple are ready to cry with Ben Tillman, 
“To hell with the law!” This spirit, 
he says, pervades the courts and cites 
that to a recent letter addressed to 
members of the supreme court asking 
if they did not consider lynching noth- 
ing less than murder he did not get a 
single answer. He had the same expe- 
rience with regard to e sheriffs. 
From a Baptist minister he received 
an insulting reply. He considers every 
member of a mob a red handed mur- 
derer, who should be punished. He 
feels that something must be done to 
prevent society from lapsing into bar: 
barism. 


Socialists Against Strikes. 

The general. strike was opposed in 
principle almost unanimously by the 
congress of French Independent So- 
cialists at Lyons; also a resolution was 
adopted condemhing all methods which 
could only bring reprisals. The con- 
gress sustained the policy of interna- 
‘tional co-operation of Workingmen to 
offset the international combinations of 
capital.

802 the previous year. The dividend 
on the preferred stock was reduced 
from 7 to3 percent. President Schwab 
was re-elected, and he retains a ma- 
jority of the stock. : 


INDUSTRIAL 


Replica of Central Wreck. 

With New York Central officials 
aboard a train the exact counterpart 
of the Brewster-express, which was 
wrecked on the Harlem branch Feb. 
16, killing’ twenty-four and injuring 
147 persons, and with the same mo- 
torman at the controller, was run over 
the same curve where the wreck oc- 
curred. This was done to try to throw 
some light on the cause of the disaster, 
and the test train was run past the 
danger point at speeds varying from 
forty to “seventy miles an hour. To 
duplicate the weight of the passen- 
gers sandbags were used. The only 
change in the bed since the wreck was 
the double spiking of the outer rails. 


St. Louis Brewery Strike. 

The big breweries of St. Louis were 
obliged to curtail their output on ac- 
count of the strike of the workers for 
increased wages. The firemen walked 
out in sympathy with the brewers, and 
high salaried officials had to be im- 
pressed into the service with coal 
shovels. The proprietors gave notice 
that they would declare an open shop 
if the men failed to return promptly, 
but that they were willing to arbitrate 
the question of wages. 


B. and O. Raises Wages. 

On April 1 the Baltimore and Ohi: 
railroad made an increase in the 
wages of its employees amounting to 
about $3,000,000 a year. President’ 
Murray, referring to. the matter, sai 
the advance had been so apportione : 
as to reward those employees who he ' 
been most faithful and deserving... H- 
also pointed out that this increase 
made it necessary for the road to add 
to its revenues. 


“Pennsy” Increases Pensions. 

It ‘is reported from Chicago that. the 
Pennsylvania railroad, in addition tu 
a 10 per cent increase in wages, has, 
made arrangements to increase th 
pension fund from $390,000 to $600,00u 
There are now 1,940 men on the com 
pany’s pension list as against 1,810 a 
year ago. Since 1900 the road has dis- 
tributed a total of $2,493,870, an aver- 
age for the seven years of over $356,- 
000. 


Railroad Strike Averted. 

The long standing dispute between 
the western railroads and the organ- 
izations of railway trainmen and rail- 
way conductors was settled through 
the efforts of Chairman Knapp of the 
interstate commerce commission and 
Commissioner Neill of the United 
States labor bureau, ‘they submitting 
a proposition which proved accepta- 
ble to both sides. Under the terms of 
the agreement the men are to receive 
an advance in wages of 10 per cent, a 
ten hour day in the case of- men em- 
ployed on freight trains and a slight 
concession in connection with the pas- 
senger service. The men originally 
demanded an Increase of' 12 per cent 
anda nine hour day. In communicat- 
ing the result to President Roosevelt 
Mr. Knapp declared it a distinct tri- 
umph for government mediation. The 
president replied, “Am greatly pleased 
and heartily congratulate you both.” 


Low Fares Increase Traffic. 

It is reported from Nebraska that 
since the two cent a mile passenger 
rate went into effect in that state trav- 
el has greatly increased, and instead 
of the service being curtailed, as op- 
ponents of the measure predicted 
would have to be done, more tratns 
have been put on. 


Central’s Improved Cars. 

A train of new cars to be used by 
the New York Central railroad at the 
New York terminal was run on the ex- 
perimental track near Schenectady re- 
cently in the presence of a delegation 
from the state assembly, including 
Speaker Wadsworth. The train con- 
sisted of five cars, which were run by 
electricity. These cars: are built on 
sanitary principles, with all needless 
decoration and adornment eliminated.

given the same distinction as_ the 
“mash” note and kept until after the 
performance is finished: It cannot be 
said that the actor’s emotional dispo- 
sition is very seriously considered be- 
yond the cast-iron rule in regard to 
telegrams.

An Old Farmer's Story of How the 
Name Originated. 

In the jury room at the courthouse a 
few days ago an old time farmer said 
as he took a chew of tobacco: 

“All the difference in the world in 
tobacco. I’ve tried twenty different 
kinds, and none is as good as that we 
used to make ourselves down on the 
farm. We would take a. maple log 
while ’twas green and bore a dozen 
holes in it with a two inch auger. 
They were our molds. We selected our 
choicest tobacco and soaked it for a 
week or more in wild honey. Then 


we'd take the leaf to the log, get a.. 


good hickory tamping stick and go to 
work. 

“A little ball of the honey soaked to- 
bacco would be put in the auger hole 
and tamped in with the stick and a 
hammer, We'd pound it in solid. Ball 
after ball would be rammed in and 
pounded until the whole became a sol- 
id plug. When the hole was nearly 
full, we would pound in the plug, and 
then the log would be put away to sea- 
son. As the wood dried the moisture 
would be drawn from the tobacco. 
And when it was split the sweetest 
tobacco ever made was taken from it. 
We called it ‘plug’ tobacco, and that’s 
where the name originated.”—Kansas 
City Star.
